ELECTION BEGULATION BILL. 


This Bill came up in. Committee of the 
Whole—Mr. Pemberton in the Chair. 

Clause 1, providing for Retarning Officer, 
was amended on suggestion of Mr. DeCosmos, 
in opder to comply with the former Act, in 
connection with elections. Passed, ! 

Clause 2, providing that Executive mem- 
bers, Legislative members, Judges, Ministers 
of religion, shall not be eligible as Returning 
Officers. 

Mr. Humphreys mioved to exclade Revenue 
Officers, Stipendiary Magistrates, and Con- 
stables. 

The Attorney General coald not accept the 
amendmen. The Governor ia Council has 
the power to appoint Returning Officers ; the 
House must remember we are legislating for 
responsible government. 

Mr. Humphreys amendment was lost. 

Clause passed. 

Clause 3, provides fora fine of $100 on any 
of the above who should act as Returning 
Officer, poll clerk, or as electign clerk. 
Passed. 

Clause 4, provides that the following per- 
sons shall not be obliged to act: phy-ivians, 
postmasters, or persons 60 years of age and 
Passed. 

Clause 5, provides far a fine of $100 on all 
persons who may retase to serve as Returoing 
Officers, except in case of proper disqualifica- 
tion. Passed. 

Clause 6 passed, and reads: 

Whenever a writ of election is isswed for 
the election of a member to serve in tue Le- 
gislature of this Colony, the same shall be 
addressed and directed to the Returning Off- 
cer for the electoral district so appoiated as 
aforesaid, and in every such writ -ghall be 
mentioned the day,on which such writ shall 
be returnable. 

Clauses 7, 8, 9, 10, provide for details of 
holding elections, form of writs, furm of pro- 
clamations, that Governor in Council shall 
appint place for nomination of members, &ec. 

Mr, Buuster thought it better to leave the 
fixing of polling paces in the hands of the 
Sheriff or Returning Officer, instead of being 
obliged to apply to the Governor ; it bas been 
the way-heretofure, 

The Attorney General said, in substance, 
no incoavenience would necessarily arise by 
the pre-ent provision. 

Mr. Humphreys thought this matter too in- 
definitely provided fur 

Clauses poased. 

Clauses 11 and 12, referring to posting of 
proclamation of polling days—passed. 

Clause 12 provides that if no polling plece 
be appotated, then the Kevarning’ Oifcer 
shall appoint a place. Passed.

Neither the day of nominatios, nor that of 
the publishiog of such proclamation, shall 
be jucluded witbin the said eight days. 

Any Returning Officer refusing or neglect- 
ing to cause such proclamation to be pub- 
lished as herein required, sball for such ne- 
glect or refusal incur a penalty of one han- 
dred dollars ; but no election shall be invali 
idated by reason that it shall not have been 
affixed in every place and for the full time 
hereinbefore required for the publicativo 
thereof. 

Clause 16 provides for certain declaration 
of Returning Ovficer, to be made before two 
electors of district, prior to the day of nomi- 
nation, under penalty of $50. | Pussed. 

Clauses 17, 18 and 19 provide for Return- 
ing Officers’ election clerks ; also. for oath 
to be taken by clerks; also, tor penalty of 
$25 in case of, refusal to'.subscribe to outh. 
Passed. , 

Clause 20 provides for another election 
clerk in case of absence of former. Passed. 

Clause 21 provides, in case of the unavoid- 
able absence of Returniag Ufficer to perform 
duties, that clerk perform duties &c,, &c. 
Passed. 

Clause 22 provides for the duties of the 
Returning Ufficer at the Hustings. Passed 

Clause 23 provides that in case a show of 
hands be in favor of any candidate, and s 
poll is not demanded, the Returuing Officer 
shalt proclaim the said ,candidate elected. 
Passed. 

Clause 24. Any elector present, or any can- 
didate, either in person or by his agent, may 
demand a poll, Pas-ed. 

Clauses 25 and 26 provide tha tthe Return- 
ing Officer shall grant a poll if demanded, 
and that any person authorized in writing, 
may act as agent for a candidate. Passed. 

Clause 27 gives power to any elector, ia the 
absence of any authorized person, to act as 
agent; and may at any time during the elee- 
tion declare himself to be, and may act as 
agent for any such candidate. Passed. 

Clause 28, on motion of Mr. DeCosmos, 
was deferred for further consideration. 

Clause 29 provides for form of declaration 
to be made by any candidate, if required by 
any other candidate or elector, before he 
shall be capable of being elected. Passed. 

Clauses_30,|31, 32, 34 and 34 %provide for 
the manitet in which such deciaration sball 
be taken either before a Justice of the Peace 
or Rewrning Officer, Pussed,, 

Clauses 35 and 36 provide that the Retura- 
ing Officer, immmediately after having grant- 
ed a pole, shal: declare from the Hustings 
the place or places at which a poll will be 
opened.

Clauses 537, 38 and 39 proyide that each 
elector shall vote at the polling place so 
opened within the limits whereof the property 
shall lie upon which they gball respectively 
claim the right of yoting.

The steamer Otter, Capt. Lewis, which left 
this port for the Skeene river on the 220d 
Feb., arrived there on Sunday the 26th ult., 
having called at Nansimo, Alert Bay, Fort 
Rupert acd Bella Bella on the wayap. There 
were adout tweuty miners at the muvth, who 
had wintered there. The weather had been mild 
for some time back, but the day the Utter 
arrived, a heavy soow storm and south-east 
gale set in, and coutrnued uatil the steamer 
left. 

A man named Spence, who had charge of 
Woodcuck’s siwop Yellow Lane, was drowned 
at Skeena, about, the, 15th Feb., by the up- 
setting of bis canoe, while attempting to get 
oft bourd the sloop. About the same time, 
a canoe, going from Metinkatlah to Skeena, 
was upset, and five Indians drowned. 

Mr. Parker, formerly Customs officer at 
Tongass, and who bas lived at Skeena siuce 
last Spring, shot himself in the bund, by the 
accidental aitcharge of Lis revulver. 

Messrs, Censiggham & Hankin bad com 
menced putting up a large store. 

On Tuesday, 28th Feb., the Otter left for 
Metlakatlab, where she discharged a large 
quantity of treight for Mr. Duncan, and next 
day proceeded wo Fort Simpeun.
